There are eon dieting reports as to the 
work of the bloodhounds, and the la t­ 
est is that the rains had destroyed the 
scent and made their further peculiar 
detective operations useless. 
Then it 
is said that the hounds did follow 
tracks through the fields to a certain 
neighbor's house, and further proof is 
now being looked for. 
Then theie 
comes a rem ark through tae Gazette 
that a man who form erly lived at S te r­ 
ling, claim ing to be a detective and 
who* has done some detective work 
r jached town this morning and at once 
sought an officer to whom he disclo»ed 
the inform ation that he would, for a 
satisfactory 
consideration, 
give the 
officials the names of the gu ilty per­ 
sons, and furnish enough evidence to 
convict them. 
He claim s there are six 
young fellows in Sterling who compose 
a gang that has been doing 
more or 
less thieving about Sterling for sonjo 
time. 
Two of this gang, he says, went 
to the Kauffm an place and were busily 
engaged iu getting oats down from the 
grain loft when George Kauffm an went 
out to drive them off. 
George, with his navy revolver in his 
hand, 
ordered the 
fellows off and 
threatened to shoot, when one fellow 
raised a club and felled 
him 
to the 
ground. 
Finding that the blow was more se­ 
vere than was intended, the two 
got 
rattled and then made sure work cf 
killing the young man, and to get him 
out of the way put the body in the 
stack and set the straw afire. 
This is the story as told by the “ de­ 
tective,’’but as eaid,,detective"bears a 
very unsavory character him self, little 
or no credence is placed m it. 
In this connection it is stated that on 
the night young Kauffman was mur­ 
dered, thieves broke into a 
farm er's 
m ilk house north of Sterlin g oil the 
road leading out to the scene of the 
murder, and this would lead to suspi­ 
cions that the murderers came from 
that direction. 
The party who took 
the m ilk were evidently fam iliar with 
the locality, as the m ilk house is lo­ 
cated in a corner of the barn, 
a diffi­ 
cult place for a stranger to find. These 
facts would, to a certain extent, con­ 
firm that detective's statement. 
Th e 
fact that the “ detective” i» himself a 
tough character would lead us to be­ 
lieve that he has wTays of finding out 
the rascalities of his companions that 
honest citizens have not.

W ith them 
it is not m erely a question of getting a 
sound currency system in place of an 
unsound one, it has also the political 
significance of being a test of our ab il­ 
ity to control the settlement of a large 
and complex financial problem in a 
wise and wholesome -en-e, about which 
tie y s e e m to have entertained some 
serious doubts.

There is, no doubt, a g eneral tenden­ 
cy in New Eng land, under the p ressure 
of that atmosp heric influence which the 
late Tom Ap p leton called “ the whip of 
the sky ,” to ov erwork and attem p t too 
much, but 1 do not see the smallest ev i 
deuce that this has any p articular bear 
j ing on the p arental relation or on the 
function of suffrag e. Under the p resent

Farm ing as an occup ation for women 
may not sound attractiv e to ladies of 
culture and refinement, but it has been 
demonstrated by three y oung women in 
Illinois that it is both a lucrativ e and 
enjoy able business for the g entler sex , 
and also that they need not lose their 
taste for the finer thing s of life in this 
humble emp loy ment. They believ e that 
woman can p rop erly manag e any busi­ 
ness if she is trained for it and will 
: closely observ e all the details and at­ 
tend to it herself. Ex p erience has taug ht 
them that ag ents were not a success, as 
they v ery soon beg an to trade on the 
sup p osed incap ability of women as busi­ 
ness manag ers and tried to deceiv e them 
by charg ing for work which was nev er 
done. 
'J heir farms, which ag g reg ate 
4,200 acres, were inherited from their 
father, John D. Gillett, a well known 
man in Illinois, who owned 
11,000 
acres in Log an county at tho time of 
his death, nine y ears ag o. 
T) e y oung 
women are p ractical ag riculturists, hav ­ 
ing p icked up much of their kuov ledg e 
g oing ov er the farms with their f ither, 
and y et they are finely educated, sp eak 
French, and hav e a taste for art, liter­ 
ature and music. 
They dev oted their entire time to the 
farms for the first few y ears after they 
assumed the manag ement, and now the 
land y ields twice as much as it did at 
the time of their father’s death. 
Corn 
is their p rincip al p roduct, and the av ­ 
erag e y ield is 60 bushels an acre. They 
hav e drained a lake of 400 acres by dig 
g ing a ditch a mile and a half long . 
The farms are div ided into small sec­ 
tions, which are tilled by tenants with 
whom they div ide the crop s. 
These | 
women ride 30 and 40 miles a day on 
i 
their tours of insp ection, which are not 
at stated times, so the tenants hav e no 
way of knowing when they are coming . 
Miss Nina Gillett say s there is no work 
she would p refer to farm ing and thinks 
a woman who has a knowledg e of the 
subject and some ex p erience is just as 
g ood a farmer as a man. 
Miss Amy is 
quite as much in lov e w ith the business, 
and, while they believ e in all the sci­ 
ence which can be ap p lied to ag rieul 
ture, they rarely indulg e in ex p eri­ 
ments, but trust to the ag ricultural ex ­ 
p eriment stations to enlig hten them as 
to what m ay or may not be done with 
land. —Chicag o Times-Herald.

News comes from Eng land that a rt v 
olution has beg un t ier*— a rev olution m 
the arrang ement of h a ir on the heads of 
fashionable women. 
Of course this is 
v ery imp ortant, and the rep ort will re­ 
ceiv e serious 
attention in a country 
where all thing s Eng lish are either ad­ 
mired ami cop ied or hated and shunned 
with ferv id energ y . Hints of tho eh uig o 
hav e been current in London boudoirs 
for weeks, and already a few women, 
g reatly daring , hav e disp lay ed the new 
sty le in p ublic. The innov ation, as usu 
al, is a rev iv al and dates back not to 
18 8 0, tlmt ep och of fashion, but to the 
y ears immediately p receding Queen Vic 
toria’s accession.
